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Heating Bills Will Be 
Lower With Natural Gas 


“Stage Construction” on Highway 24 
Will Give Dust-free Route To Calgary 


The differences In cost of heat¬ 
ing with natural gas as Compared 
to heating with oil, coal and pro¬ 
pane gas, were outlined by F. W. 
Patterson of Lethbridge, District 
Manager of the Canadian Western 
Natural Gas Co., at a meeting of 
ratepayers of the Town of Vulcan, 
held in the Lodge Hall Friday 
evening. 

Mr. Paterson, who was accom¬ 
panied by other company officials, 
was introduced by Mayor William 
Munro. 

Natural gas will provide cheaper 
heat than either oil or coal, said 
Mr. Patterson, and at the 75 cent 
rate which will be charged in Vul¬ 
can will be about half the cost of 
the air-mix propane now used in 
about half the houses In town. 

The company hopes to be sup¬ 
plying the town with natural gas 
by the end of August this year 
and before that time will have a 
crew in to extend the present dis¬ 
tribution system and connect up 
houses and business places. 

The basic charge for connecting 
up a house would be 55.00 plus 95 
cents per foot of line necessary for 
the Installation, he said. In addi¬ 
tion, the deposit required for each 
connection will be $10 for a house 
with no furnace and $15 for a 
house that has a furnace. Each 
such- deposit will bear Interest at 
5 9o per annum and is refundable 
if the gas service is discontinued. 

Granting of a franchise to the 
Gas Company does not mean that 
all householders will be forced to 
take the gas. A signed application 
will be required from each house¬ 
owner wishing natural gas service. 
Those wishing to continue using 
oil or coal will be able to do so. 

Approval of the by-law. granting 
the franchise to Canadian Western 
is necessary if Vulcan is to get 
natural gas service this year. The 
poll will be held at the Town Of¬ 
fice on Friday of this week. May 
29, from 10 am. until T p.m., with 
J. Lundy Findlay as returning of¬ 
ficer, Ratepayers are urged to 
turn out and vote "Yes” on Friday 
so there will be no further delay 
in getting natural gas to Vulcan.

SERVICE BOARD NOTES

Grasshoppers are now making 
their appearance In some areas. 
Watch for them closely around 
headlands etc. They are very small 
and black In color at hatching. The 
time to spray them is as soon as 
possible after they are all hatched 
out. 

The Department of Agriculture 
recommends Aldrln or Dleldrin. A 
gallon of Aldrin will spray 20 acres 
it used when the hoppers are 
young, one gallon of Dleldrin will 
spray 32 acres if used when the 
grasshoppers are young. The cost 
per gallon is the same. 

The following wait periods are 
required before using treated hay 
or pasture. Aldrln 2 weeks; Diel- 
drln one month, and material 
treated with Dleldrin cannot be fed 
to milking cows at any time, re¬ 
gardless of time since treated.

Prog. Conservative 
Leader Announces 
Agricultural Policy 

Cam Kirby, Leader of the Al¬ 
berta Conservative Party, has pro¬ 
posed a new Farm Purchase Credit 
Act, which will boost the amount 
a farmer can borrow for general 
farm operations to $25,000. 

At a meeting <n Claresholm last 
week, Mr. Kirby released a 12 
point P.C. policy of agriculture 
which he termed an alternative to 
the Social Cridit attitude of dis¬ 
interest and contempt 

Mr. Kirby urged repeal of the 
present Credit Act, and its replace¬ 
ment by new legislation lending 
up to $25,000 to qualified farmers, 
repayable over 30 years. An inter¬ 
est rate of not more than one per 
cent over the province’s borrowing 
rate would be charged, except with 
young, starting farmers, who 
would be charged four per cent. 

This new legislation ‘ would re¬ 
duce the "Cost-Price Squeeze” af¬ 
flicting Alberta farmers. Mr. 
Kirby described it as a step in 
■Vigorous action by the Conserva¬ 
tive Party to reduce the unit cost 
of farming.” 

The Tory leader also pledged 
his party to "immediate and posi¬ 
tive steps” to bring electric power 
to arms at a reasonable cost. He 
charged that present rural electri¬ 
fication costs in Alberta were in¬ 
tolerable, and suggested some pro¬ 
vincial government help towards 
financing installation of electric 
power might prove necessary. 

Dealing with agricultural educa¬ 
tion, Mr. Kirby promised to re¬ 
open the Fairview Agricultural 
School, and consider the establish¬ 
ment of an agricultural school In 
Southern Alberta. He also called 
for a modernized agricultural cur¬ 
riculum, and proposed a program 
of scholarships, bursaries and loans 
to farm young people to maintain 
enrollment at schools of agricul¬ 
ture. Vocational schools for adults 
would also be provided, giving in¬ 
struction in cost accounting and 
farm management. 

Other points in the P.C. agricul¬ 
tural policy includes an overhaul 
of government irrigation policy, 
government assistance to rural 
telephone associations, farm mar¬ 
ket research, a crop Insurance pro¬ 
gram drawn up in co-operation 
with the Federal Government, 
press for unemployment Insurance 
and provide workmen’s compensa¬ 
tion for farm workers, and com¬ 
pulsory testing for Bangs Disease 
and Tuberculosis in Alberta live 
stock, paid for by the province. 

TO ESTABLISH POISON 
TREATMENT CENTRES 

Emergency poison treatment 
centres will be established in all 
hospitals in Alberta this year by 
the Provincial Department of Pub¬ 
lic Health. In addition, two main 
poison information centres will be 
set up in Edmonton and Calgary. 

A “card-index” listing some 2,500 
household chemicals, patent medi¬ 
cines, and household drugs and 
their respective toxic ingredients, 
symptoms of poisoning, antidotes 
and methods of treatment will be 
placed in the province's 100 hospi¬ 
tals by June 1. The two informa¬ 
tion centres will have similar in¬ 
formation on file but on a much 
broader basis with some 7,000 
listings. 

Alberta will be the only province 
in Canada where emergency infor¬ 
mation on poisons will be readily 
available in all hospitals. Other 
provinces have information facili¬ 
ties at major centres only. 

The poison treatment program 
has been endorsed by the Alberta 
Medical Association, Alberta Phar¬ 
maceutical Association and Alberta 
Hospital Association. Work on the 
project has been underway for al¬ 
most one year. A committee of ex¬ 
perts representing various Reids of 
medicine were responsible for com¬ 
piling the card-index from detailed 
information supplied by the 
Federal Department of Health.

No. 24 highway will be a sur¬ 
faced, dust-free road In two years, 
suitable for passenger car and light 
truck traffic, said Hon. Gordon 
Taylor, Minister of Highways, at 
a meeting In Mossleigh last week 
attended by about 150 persons. 

Chairman of the meeting was 
Hon. Rev. Peter Dawson, MLA 
for Little Bow. 

“Stage construction” will be 
used on this highway, said Mr. 
Taylor. This is un asphalt-bound 
gravel surfacing designed to give 
a smooth, dust-free road, although 
not as strong us the asphalt sur¬ 
facing applied to main highways 
and No. 24 is one of several sec¬ 
ondary highways slated for the ex¬ 
perimental'typ<e of surfacing. The 
surfacing is not heavy enough to 
stand up under -he heavy trailer- 
truck type of traffic, he said, but 
will eliminate the dust menace of 
straight gravel highways. It is 
planned to surface 24 Highway as 
far as the Carseland bridge this 
year and complete the road to its 
junction with No. 1 highway next 
year. 

Hard-surfacing of Highway 23 
from the Corner Store to the junc¬ 
tion just east of High River will 
be of the standard type already ap¬ 
plied on the balance of 23 high¬ 
way and will stand up under heavy 
traffic. No. 24 highway will be 
banned to heavy trailer-truck traf¬ 
fic after the “stage construction” 
surfacing is commenced and this 
heavy traffic will be routed onto 
Highway 23, he said. Rebuilding 
of the remaining gravelled sections 
of 23 will start this year to pre¬ 
pare it for standard hard - sur¬ 
facing. 

Mr. Taylor said the '‘stage con¬ 
struction” type of surfacing would 
bring improvements to Alberta’s 
secondary highways much sooner 
than they could otherwise be 
brought about. The lighter grade 
of surfacing is expected to cost 
about one-fifth as much as heavy 
base course construction, or be¬ 
tween $5,000 and $10,000 per mile, 
depending on the length of gravel 
haul necessary. 

The steps In applying the sur¬ 
facing were outlined by Mr. Tay¬ 
lor. First, the present grade would 
be carefully prepared and put into 
top condition. Then 600 tons of \- 
Inch crushed gravel would be 
bladed onto caeh mile. It would 
then be sprayed with % gallon of 
asphalt to the square yard. 

Next step would be extensive 
rolling and compressing, to make 
the surface moisture resistant. 

Then another layer of h -inch 
crushed gravel of similar thickness 
to the first would be applied and 
treated in the same manner. 

The result would be a service¬ 
able road, able to handle a reason¬ 
able (45,000 lb.) truck load limit 
and providing a smooth, dust-free 
route. When heavler-duty road¬ 
ways become necessary or practi¬ 
cal, the oil-bound surfacing would 
be used as a first stage — thus the 
name “stage construction."

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Ontario’s System Better? 

We were somewhat surprised to read that the 
merit system for car drivers is credited with reducing 
fatal accidents in Ontario by 50 per cent, but ap¬ 
parently it works to reduce the number of accident- 
prone drivers on the highways, with apparently 
worthwhile results 

The record of infractions is kept right on the 
driver’s license and as his infractions reach a certain 
number he is progressively issued a warning notice, 
called in to police office for an interview and then 
when he reaches the limit his license is suspended. 

The idea was introduced once in the Alberta legis¬ 
lature but did not meet with the approval of the high¬ 
ways minister and was not adopted. The present Al¬ 
berta scheme involves the keeping of a master record 
in Edmonton on each driver, a somewhat cumbersome 
scheme and more subject to error than the Ontario 
system. A very apparent weakness in the Alberta set¬ 
up is the relatively light fine ($100) levied on people 
who still keep on driving and getting involved in ac¬ 
cidents even though their driver's licenses have been 
suspended. Hardly a day passes without at least one 
such case being reported in the daily papers, proof 
that the penalty for this infraction is not nearly 
heavy enough. 

The Ontario system, with its closer check on 
drivers and apparently much better results, could well 
be adopted in Alberta. 


Use the Ash Tray 

(Guest Editorial) 

While driving on Highway 2 between Edmonton 
and Calgary one day this month, a young couple and 
their two children had an experience that could have 
had serious consequence—and all because of the 
thoughtlessness of another driver. 

Apparently a careless smoker had thrown out a 
burning cigarette stub as he was passing the young 
couple's open truck, and the cigarette landed in a box 
of clothing in the truck and started a fire. Smelling 
the smoke, the young couple stopped as quickly as 
possible and were successful in extinguishing the 
blaze, but the husband was badly burned on one hand 
and over $100 worth of clothing was lost The fire was 
right next to the gas tank and the truck, and possibly 
their lives, could have been lost if the fire had not 
been discovered early. 

Why are ash trays put in cars if they are not 
used? Look around you as you drive and you will see 
so many people tossing cigarette and cigar stubs out 
the car windows as they drive along, never thinking 
of what they are doing. 

Could it have been YOU who started the fire in 
that truck ? Did you put that cigarette or cigar in the 
ash tray or did you throw it away? Please think be¬ 
fore you throw a cigarette or cigar stub out the car 
window. You may not suffer the consequences of the 
action, but our forests, wild life or an innooent 
person may.

Alberta oilfields are now capable 
of producing about 800,000 barrels 
a day, l?ut for the last two years 
have been producing only 300,000 
barrels, said PrenUer Manning at 
a recent press conference held In 
Edmonton. He also stated that 
even If an oil pipeline was built 
from Alberta to Montreal It would 
be able to - handle only about 
200,000 barrels of crude oil dally. 

He suggested the federal govern¬ 
ment should take Immediate 
measures that would result In 
greater use of Alberta crude on 
the North American continent.
